Cordless phone users are being charged 
for phone calls they don't make! In many 
cases it is intentional theft of service... 


stealing! Even obscene phone calls are being 
initiated through cordless phones owned by 


innocent bystanders! 


There have been reports of strangers 
roaming through neighborhoods with handsets 
listening for dial tones. It_isn't hard to do. 
All that is required is to have a cordless 
phone operating on one of the five approved 
channels. Nearly 17 million of these units 
have been sold during the last two years 
alone. You don't even need the entire 


telephone.... only the handset. 


When most handsets come within range 
(usually 50 to 700 feet) of a cordless phone 
base unit, a dial tone is heard and that phone 
can be dialled provided it operates _on_the 
same frequency pair. The problem has reached 
crisis proportions. Phone companies are dis- 
turbed that they have to get involved in the 
misbilling. And be aware that you still have 
to pay the bill! Some cordless phone manu- 
facturers include some form of security fea- 
tures... but most don't... particularly at the 
lower price level. Retailers that sell the units 
aren't even aware of the problem. 


About a year ago, the FCC issued a No- 
tice of Proposed Rulemaking requiring that 
cordless telephones be designed with minimal 
security features. The Commission decided 
against implementing the NPRM since it felt 
that the public might be misled into believing 
that their telephone was indeed secure. 


In lieu of a design requirement, the FCC 
now has issued a NPRM requiring that cord- 
less telephones be Jabelled whereby consumers 
would be informed of the security features 
that prevent others from using the telephone. 
The ‘Commission proposed that a label be 
carried on the outside of the box in which the 
telephone is sold so that it can readily be 
seen by the consumer at the time of purchase. 


* The suggested label consists of two 
parts: a specific statement warning the public 
that calls can be unintentionally (or other- 
wise) dialled through their phone and the 
manufacturer's statement of the features de- 
signed to prevent such occurrences. Cutoff 
date for comments on the NPRM is June 29, 
1984. A word to the wise. When you aren't at 
home -or on vacation- pull the plug of your 
cordless telephone.
